THE STATE PRIMARY LAW. 
As the new State Primary Law is misunderstood by so many people 
we will briefly explain its important features. 

All candidates of every party for any State, county, district or 
city office, to he tilled by popular vote, must be selected in this pri- 
mary. All parties nominate on the same day. the first Saturday in 
August. Havii.g cast more than twenty per cent, of the vote in the 
last Pres idratill election, we have three recognized political parties — 
the Democratic, Republican and Progressive. Four officers for each 
precinct are Mj<Cfd by the County Election Commissioners as if it 
werp a regular Novemlier election. A candidate to have his name 
place J 90 the ballot for a county office must tile a petition with the 
County CierK not later than thirty uays before the election containing 
not less that) three per cent, of the voters of his party in each precinct 
of the COaflty. In order that no canJidate can "freeze out" his oppo- 
nents the Ian prohibit! more than ten per cent, to be tiled by any one 
candidate. No candidate can circulate his petition more than ninety- 
days before the election and every voter jigniog a petition must give 
his post office aduress and the date upon which he signed same. All 
this is not "red tape." as some choose to call it, but is intended to 
insure fairness.

Tobacco Sales. 

Tobacco continues to pour into 
the local market and during the 
past week both houses have been 
selling capacity floors at almost 
every sale. The quality hasn't 
been nearly so good as it was ear- 
lier in the season and it has been 
in too high case. The price has 
been off two or three cents but the 
market Monday was decidedly 
better than on Friday, and with 
good selling conditions the price 
will propably pick up at the next 
sale. At any rate the market here 
is holding up equally as well as 
any place in the Slate and the 
farmers are generully satisfied 
with the prices obtained, while 
speculators have "cried" a little 
owing to the slump.

Juvenile courts. 

The truant, the delinquent and 
the neglected child are subjects 
for the Juvenile Court. One time 
the law only punished such child- 
ren, later on it sought to reform 
them and now we are in the period 
of education and prevention. 

The first Juvenile Court was es- 
tablished in Chicago in 189'J and 
since that time many children have 
been saved to useful lives by the 
counsel and encouragement given 
by the kind judges who try their 
cases in a most informal way— 
usually in the presence only of | 
their parents and the probation 
officer. Before the case is tried 
the probation officer makes thor- 
ough investigation into the child's 
home, school or work place. Some- 
times the case is dismissed, some- 
times the offenders are put on 
probation and sometimes it is 
thought best to place him in some 
children's institution.

Nests that are attaactlre to hena 
because of their privacy, sanitary as 
to chartcter and convenient for the 
gathering of egga are the claim of 
every one who keeps fowls either In 
a limited number or on a large scale, 
says a writer In the New York 
Tribune Farmer Various are the 
neat arrangements employed by the 
different poultrymen, and varied In 
character must they continue to be 
to suit the requirements of the fowls 
and the plsn of the poultry bouse 
Rut no style of nest that Is at sll 
practical can fall to be suggestive to 
any prjultryman who baa not yet 
solved the nest problem to his liking 
The nests herewith described are In-'

In Illustration No. I. The nests are 
arranged along the wall, with the 
open sides Inwsrd. space enough be 
fng allowed at the ends to admit the 
fowls.

Gro- 
cery botes, such as soap or con- 
densed milk boxes, may serve for the 
nests, being so divided that two nests 
are formed from one box. They 
should be movable so that they may- 
be readily cleaned 



FRESH-AIR HOUSES FOR EGGS 

Excellent Results Secured by Leaving 
Screen Door Open — Wheat 
Straw Uaed for Litter. 

Some yeara ago while trying to 
make poultry pay on a small acale, I 
tried the open-air house. Hy making 
a screen door at one end and leaving | 
this open day and night I aecured 
twice as many eggs as in my other 
houses not so provided, says a writer 
in an exchange. Now that I am keep- 
ing fowla on a lower acale I always 
use some kind of fresh air house with 
good results. Wheat straw Is spread 
In the chicken house to the depth of 
six Inches In this the feed Is scat 
tnred, oats, wheat, barter sorghum 
heed, etc . for morning and noon feeds 
The evening meal conalsts of a mash 
of boiled potatoes thickened with 
bran, beef meal, a little ground oats 
and cornmeal slightly salted After 
the fowls have eaten all they want I 
feed ear corn for a finish Beef acrap, 
charcoal, grit and oyster shell are con- 
stantly before them The straw Is 
cleaned out every day and replaced 
with fresh the next morning. If the
